OF CONVOY BY SUBMARINES

Dear Miss Fitch: 


The censorship is now practically 


lifted, and everybody will

know all about everything. I'll do my j 
best at a little past history, but you 
ean get the real dope in detail when I 
get home, or if we stay here, a good 
•write-up later when I have the time, 
inclination, and feel in the mood to re- 
late facts. 
I 


We left Camp Upton at 1 a.m., Sept. i 


6th, I think, and boarded the U. 8. S. j 
Manchuria at Holioken. Left the 8th, 
about 5000 aboard, over half niggers; j 
six transports, one cruiser and two 
sub-chasers in the convoy, and, for the 
first day, two captive balloons and one 
airplane. That evening the plane caught 
fire and came down in tho water. 
A 


-chaser went back and picked up the 
pilot. The last tvr/o days wo had twelve 
or fifteen chasers. .'• fleet of seventeen 
subs was reported waiting for IT, 8., 
convoys in that area. We had three at- 
tacks, but Uncle Sam's °.onvoy and 
chasers had the system down so pot 
that the subs didn't have a chance at 
•us. I understand that two of the subs 
•were plunked, but not a hair of the 
•convoy was touched. 
Don't 
worry 


about what might have happened, to us 
—tho convoy defense was systematic 
•and sure, not just chance and luck. 


\Vo landed at Brest, Sept. 21, and 


•were camped just outside in a muddy 
•field for a week. We were near Pon- 
tanczen barracks, built by Napoleon 
for his soldiers nnd now occupied by 
TT. S. soldiers. From there, wo went 
east by, rail, getting a peek at the En- 
glish Channel, to Le Mans, and then 
"bffck to Tiorco, about 25 kilos uast of 
Angers, > and hiked over to Chcffcs, 5 
"kilos north. 
Wo have now' been in 


Cheffes a few days over two months. 


I was at the truck school at tho 33rd 


French artillery camp, now used by U. 
S. as & school camp, taking a motor- 
cycle course of one week, when the ar- 
mistice was declared Nov. llth. Tho 
camp is in the..edge of Angers, and I 
Tiad a pass down town that night. The 
French sure -raised the* roof, .and the 
Tanks helped their fu'u: share. 


For the last two, weeks we have been 


expecting to leave for the U. S., but 
are still here. Wo'may leave "tout do 
suite" and we may be hero six months. 
We expect to embark at St. Nazaire, 
our nearest port, but may go to Bor- 
deaux or some other port. Unless wo 
got paid on the way home, I'll come 
liOuio liruku. I don't expect to get to] 
corao to France again, and will make 
the best of it now. But broke won't 
bother me. An ex-A. E. F. can soon 


find ft job that will furnish "boucoup" 
more francs than army pay with two al- 
lotments out of it. 
• 


We are ready to pack up and move 


on a day's notice, but are preparing 
to make the b<?st of it if we stay. Be- 
ginning today our afternoon drill per- 
il-iris n.re to be educational. Classes in 
useful and interesting subjects are to 
be started if the pln.n is carried out. 
Several mathematics classes, French, 
history, penmanship, English, and spec- 
ialty trndf. courses. At present I am 
lined out as trigonometry instructor, 
but I'm liable to get relieved; I'm no 
shark when it comes to teaching. 


I suppose C. H. S. is going again full 


blast. It ought to be; the flu isn't go- 
ii^J to keep up forever. I 'm beginning 
to think a post-graduate course to 
sharpen my wits a bit may not bo nn 
impractical idea.

France. November 12. 


Dear Mother: 


Yesterday we got the news that the 


armistice had been signed and last 
night I was fortunate enough to get 
my first pass to the city in the cdgo of 
which wo arc now in cnirrp. This com- 
bination let me sec a genuine French 
celebration. Tho city was brilliantly 
lighted, for the first time since I don't 
know when. Everybody was out mak- 
ing a racket. Half of what the French 
say to us now is "finis la guerre." Of 
course there was a surplus of gin and 
cognac in evidence, many of tho French 
soldiers and a good many of the civil- 
ians being pretty well lit up. But it's 
O. K, iu France; a true Frenchman al- 
ways gets on a toot for an occasion 
like tho end of four years of war. I 
haven't anything against a Frenchman 
for his habits, but I'll be satiafiod with 
U. S. A. again. 


The French can show their excite- 


ment in their own way, but tho Yanks 
can show them a few stunts. I was in 
a dozen or more spontaneous parades, 
pow-wows and Indian war dances. Ten 
Yanks can make more racket upon oc- 
casion than 50 French. 


Tho town was decorated with French 


and American flags. Tho French seem 
to attribute tho recent allied successes 
altogether to tho A. E. I;. 


This evening wo had a little extra- 


ordinary ceremony at retreat. A HOC- 
ond lieutenant was decorated with tho 
distinguished service medal. It wna the 
first and likely the last such sight for 
me. The entiro post was in line on tho 
parade ground, and there were move 
colonels and majors together than I 
ever saw before. 


By tho looks of tho papers and tho 


daily Y, M. C. A. bulletin here, it looks 
doubtful if I ever hear a bocho cannon, 
but hores' hoping they move our out- 
fit up soon and t.lmt thn Germans don't 
quit fighting for a while. 


Everything going line, HO far- as it 


has gone.

prompted the Russian government to 
lay hands Upon Bessarabia once more. 


After this annexation the commer- 


cial Importance of Bessni'nbln waned 
nml her territory became on asylum 
for all kinds Of political adventurers, 
strange religious sects and tlie rnjftnt: 
and bobtail of all east European na- 
tionalities. 
But beneath this frothy 


cosmopolitan surface the'main current 
of Bessarablan life remained true, ami 
never lost Its essential Roumanian 
character, and the "Moldavians," ns 
they 
call ^femselvcs, 
have 
clung 


tenaciously to their Roumanian nation- 
ality and have never forsaken the Rou- 
manian language.
